It is enough to know 
that in one war Gomez forced proud Spain 
into the signing of a treaty with an army 
of rebels, and that in the present he has 
outwitted her most brilliant military ccm- 
mamder. The military art has always 
been allied with adventure, and but few 
army officers of any nation can be judged 
by the rules of political rectitude. If Go- 
mez has fought about on all sides, he 
has done no more than military men of 
all ages, whose swords were ever ready to 
fly from their scabbards on any provo- 
cation.

army, spread desolation and terror. Peo- 
ple were awakened at night by the tright 
blazes to witness acres of fire slowly ad- 
vancing toward and surrounding them. 
These fires, catching the dried and rotting 
wood or vegetation, slowly burned into the 
ground. 

“Tt was a terrible sight,” said Senor 
Jovellanos, now here. “My home was in 
the center of a cane crop of one league 
square. I was awakened at midnight by a 
dense smoke which almost choked me. 
Looking out I saw the dull, red glare of 
fire almcst forming a ring around. So 
heavy and dense was the smoke and press- 
ing so low upon the fire, that it looked like 
a molten bar of iron. Hurrying up my 
family we hastened to make exit by the 
road. Here and there the fire, running out 
along some decayed wood or vegetation, 
burned under our feet. Several ef the 
negroes, in trying to run across the fields 
had their feet almost burned to crisps, so 
hot was the ground. When I got out to an 
open place I found a dozen of my neighbors 
who had been likewise driven from their 
homes.

Artemesia, Aguacate and Benavides. 
The insurgents since the invasion of the 
western provinces have succeeded in 
averting a _ serious battle. There are 
skirmishes daily. The only important en- 
gagement was on the 10th near Quivican, 
when Gomez’s party was attacked by Ade- 
coa. Thirty-six wounded Spaniards were 
brought here. The insurgents’ loss is un- 
known. Probably a third of the cane crop 
has been burned. Grinding has almost en- 
tirely ceased. Gomez issued orders to stop 
burning cane and if estates attempt egrind- 
ing he will destroy the building and ma- 
chines. Owing to the friendliness of the 
tobacco growers and workers the crop of 
tobacco has been spared.

SENATE COMMITTEE WILL MAKE 
ITs INDORSEMENT STRONG. 


Will Report a Resolution Friday in 
Which the Monroe Doctrine Will 
Be Vividly Set Forth. 


Washington, January 15.—It was expected 
that the senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions would this morning report the Monroe 
doctrine resolution tn the senate, but ac- 
tion was deferred until Friday, when a 
special meeting will be called. The delay 
Was partiy due to a Hawaiian cable hear- 
ing given -‘uring the early hours of the 
session. and the decisicn of Mr. Turple to 
still further consider the subject before 
taking definite and positive action. All

The resolution, when it is reported to 
the senate will be found to be of a pro- 
nounced and positive tone. Much care bas 
been given to the wording of the text. It 
is thought that the committze will take the 
ground that congressional action is supe- 


The courts granted the divorce, but divided 
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rior to presidential utterances and in line 
with this belief it is understoud that the 
committee will close the opening left in 
Mr. Cleveland’s Venezuelan message, 
through which many profess to believe 
Great Britain may pass to a settlement be- 
tween -herself and Venezuela alone. The 
president in his message of December l/th 
said: 

“Great Britain’s present proposition has 
never thus far been regarded as admfssi- 
ble by Venezuela, though any adjustment 
of the boundary which that country may 
deem for her advantage. and may enter 
into of her own free will, cannot, of course, 
be objected to by the United States.’”’ 

There appears to be a disagreement in 
the committee as to the effect of these 
words. By some it is looked upon as an 
estoppel to any protest on the part of this 
government to a friendly sale of -"enezue- 
lg to Great Britain of the disputed territo- 
ry. Such opinion, however, does not ap- 
pear to obtain among the majority of the 
committee, who look upon congr2ss as 
above the executive in enunciation of a- 
policy with respect to foreign affairs. For 
this reason the text of the resolution put- 
ting the Monroe doctrine into legislative 
forn will be broad and general. It will be 
, Made to apply to the Venezuelan case as 
well as any developments that may arise in 
the future. It will declare tbe acquisition 
of. any territory by any foreign power, by 
conquest, cession, purchase or otherwise, 
to be an unfriendly act to the Unitec 
States, etc., and will be intended as a 
warning to Great Britain not to attempt 
to purchase the disputed territory. 

It is said that the resolution wiil be re- 
ported favorably at Friday’s meeting, and 
that the senate will be asked to take 
prompt action in the matter.

BRAWLEY CAUSED A SENSATION. 


His Charge to a Carolina Grand Jury 
Creates a Stir. 

Charleston, S. C., January 15.—In the 
United States district court today Judge 
Brawley delivered a very’ sensational 
charge to the grand jury just completing its 
work. At this time of the court the jury 
has had to find no bills against many of 
the parties indicted and it was becoming 
notorious that United States commission- 
ers and marshals were making cases on 
flimsy testimony in order to get the fees. 
Judge Brawley devoted his attention to 
this subject. In the course of a very strik- 
ing charge he said: 

“Your findings have demonstrated that 
nine-tenths of the presecutions under sec- 
tion 3242 have no merit in them; that they 
have not been inspired by any proper de- 
sire to advance the cause of justice, but by 
the greed of miserable wretches who have 
sought to make money out of tiem. Some 
of these men have already been brought to 
trial and convicted of perjury and others 
doubtless will be; but this evil, which has 
reached the proportions of a gross public 
scandal, cannot be eradicated by the pun- 
ishment of a few obscure rascals. A new 
crop will undoubtedly spring up unless some 
means can be devised for reaching the root 
of it. This lies in the fee system. My ob- 


servations on this bench have satisfied me |

and I do not despair of seeing the badge of 
a deputy marshal one of honor, as it should 
be. Those who hold the commission of this 
government ought to be above the suspi- 
cion of doubtful acts, and the men who dis- 
graced the service should be removed. They 
impair the usefulness and bring discredit 
upon the brave and honest men who are 
on the rolls. These faithless officials and 
these worthless witnesses would be power- 
less for evil if the commissioners did not 
lend too ready an ear to the tales that are 
brought to them. 

“The circult judge whose long experience 
on this bench opened his eyes to these evil 


‘ practices, as mine have been opened in the 


last year or two, joined with me six months 
ago in a circular to the United States com- 
Missioners giving advice and instructions 
in this class of cases.

Subtreasury Wouldn’t Take 


Money for Bonds. 

New York, January 15.—The fact that 
receipts for gold deposited in the sub- 
treasury to be examined and counted 
were offered for sale in Wall street led 
the subtreasury today to refuse to accept 
a deposit of $180,000 by Zimmerman & 
Forshay. The firm thereupon telegraphed 
to the secretary of the treasury: 

“We have tendered $180,000 in American 
gold coin to the subtreasury here. It re- 
fuses to accept it. We want to leave some 
there for bonds. Must it accept it or not? 
Please answer.’’

“The assistant treasurer has no au- 
thority to receive the gold mentioned in 
your telegram. No subscriber for bonds 
should deposit until notified of the ac- 
ceptance of his bid. See circular of the 
Sth instant.’’

Morgan Has Issued a Circular Relieving 
the Members. " 


THE MOVE WAS A SURPRISE 


Bids Will Probably Be Sent in by the 
Banks. 


WHAT MR. MORGAN SAYS ABOUT THE MATTER 


Thought That the Syndicate Was 
Formed for the Good of the 
Country. er 


New York, January 15.—The members of 
the government bond syndicate received in 
the mail this morning the following circu- 


lar: , 
“No. 23 Wall Street, New York City, Jan- 
vary 14, 1896.—Gentlemen: In sending you 
formal notice of the dissolution of the 
United States bond syndicate in which you 
have co-operated, it is proper that I should 
make some statement showing why the 
syndicate was formed, wnat action has been 
taken on its behalf.and why it is now dis- 
solved. 

“On December 723d last I was invited to 
Washington fcr a conference. During my 
visit there, as I have verbally stated to 
every one who has conferred with me on 
the subject, no negotiations for a loan 
were commenced or even suggested, nor 
was there then or since any agreement or 
request that I should take any steps pre- 


paratory to making a contract. 
‘The result of my visit was that I came 


to the following conclusions: 

‘1. That the president and secretary of 
the treasury were determined to use every 
power at their command to restore and 
maintain the gold reserve. 

“2. That no steps would be taken or even 
any preparatory negotiations commenced 
until it was ascertained what action, if 
any, congress would te likely to take in 
response to the appeal cf the president 
for adequate and improved means for mak- 
ing such restoration. 

“S. That the.executive department would 
preter, if possible to secure $200,000,000 of 
gold in order to avoid any probable neces- 
sity for a similar negotiation before the 
meeting of the new congress in 1897. 

“4. That it was absolutely certain that 
no adequate relief could be obtained from 
congress, and that no bill could be passed 
through the senate for the improvement of 
the monetary system of the country,

“The participants may be divided into 
four classes:

“2. Banks, savings banks, trust compa- 
nies and private individuals throughout the 
United States in possession of the actual 
gold coin who desired to secure bonds, 
either for investment or as a basis for 
national bank circulation. 

“3. Banks in New York, Chicago, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Cincinnati and other 
cities in possession of gold, who, without 
necessarily desiring bonds for investment, 
were willing to aid in the movement to 
sustain the treasury reserve, and exchange 
their gold for United States bonds, ex- 
pecting afterwards to sell the same in the 
market. 

“4. Institutions, banking firms and oth- 
ers, who, without being in possession of 
the actual gold, were willing and able to 
obtain that gold at whatever cost, for de- 
posit with the treasury in payment for 
bonds, provided the movement contem- 
plated could be carried out.

London Market Closed on It. 

“The London market was unfortunately 
closed to us, owing to causes to which I 
need not refer. I, therefore, through the 
Deutsche bank, Berlin, and Messrs.Mor- 
gan, Harjes & Co., Paris, opened negotias 
tions for public issues in Germany, France, 
Holland, Belgium and Switzerland, which 
megotiations were practically concluded, 
and had it been possible to proceed furth- 
er, doubtless a very large amount of bonds 
of small denominations would have found 
a permanent place in those cOuntries, to 
the great advantage of every interest. Af- 
ter waiting a few days for some announce-

The amount of bonds thus offered 
made the syndicate contract (owing to the 
minimum therein fixed) available only to 
bid ‘for all or none.’ TI shoxid be uawilling 
to make such a bid under present circum- 
stances, as I might thus seem to present 
for consideration by the secretary gf the 
treasury the throwing out of smaller bids 
made in good faith wnder a pubiic call. 
The only emergency which would justify 
such a course would be the failure of the 
public to respond to the call of the zovern- 
ment. Under these circumstances I at once 
decided to dissolve tha syndicate, 

“It has, however, been necessary to delay 
this action up to the present time, as every 
financial interest required the protection 
afforded by the knowledge that the syndi- 
cate was in existence prepared to make 
the loan a success under all circumstances, 
but happily this necessity does not exist 
any Icngecr.

SPEECHES AGAINST BONDS. 


Mr. Mills Denounced the National 
Banking System. 


Washington, January 15.—The senate lis- 
ened today to two long speeches against 
the further issue of United States bonas 
and in favor of the use of silver money. 

The first was made by Mr. Mills and the 
second by Mr. Peffer. Mr. Mills’s speech 
was bitterly denunciatory of the national 
banking system, and was an arraignment 
of the financial policy of the president and 
of the secretary of the treasury; while Mr. 
Peffer denied that there was any authority 
in existing statutes for the issue of United 
States bonds. Although the Kansas sena- 
tor spoke for two hours and a quarter. He 
did not conclude all that he desired to say, 
preferring to go on with the femainder of 
his speech tomorrow. 

On the same general subject a joint reso- 
lution was introduced by Mr, Pugh, being 
a reproduction of what is Known as the 
Stanley-Matthews resolution, declaring all 
government bonds payable, principal ard 
intérest, at the pleasure of the government, 


in standard silver dollars. Mr. Pugh said 
that he would ask a vote on the resolu- 


tion tomorrow without debate, but subse- 
quently, on account of the absence of sey- 
eral senators he said he would not ask a 
vote until Monday. 

Mr. Mills’s speech had for its text his res- 
olution offered in favor of the coinage of 
silver and for other purposes. Mr. Peffer 
based his upon the house bond bill, with 
the silver substitute reported from. the 
finance committee. 

A bill heretofore introduced by Mr. Al- 
len, populist, of Nebraska, and then refer- 
red to the committee on foreign relations, 
to prevent United States citizens from ac- 
cepting titles or patents of nobility from 
foreign nations, was reported back today 
from the committee adversely, and was 
postponed indefinitely. 

A joint resolution, appropriating $75,000 
to defray the joint expense of locating the 
boundary line bteween Alaska and thé 
Brittah North American territory, was 
passed. 

On motion of Mr. Wolcott it was agreed 
that when the senate adjourn tomorrow it 
adjourn until Monday next.

CLEVELAND CATCHES A ROAST 


His Interference Is Resented by Mem- 
bers of the House—What Mr. 
Grow Said. 


— 


Washington, January 15.—Mr. Johnson, 


of Indiana, presented the report of elec- 
tion committee No. 2 upon the contest of 
Robert H. Chesebrough for the seat occu- 
pied by George B. McClellan, from the 
thirteenth district of New York. The re- 
port recited the facts in the case which 
showed that Chesebrough had abandoned 
the contest was accompanied by a res- 
olution declaring that McClellan had been 
duly elected and was entitled to the seat. 
The report was agreed to and the resolu- 
tion passed. 

The house thén, in committee of the 
whole, resumed consideration of the gener- 
al pension bill. Mr. Morse, republican of 
Massachusetts, announced that he would 
offer at the proper time an amendment 
to the bill giving the widow of a soldier 
the minimum pension of $12 a month, not- 
withstanding that the soldier died from 
disease not contracted in the service. 

Mr. Walsh, democrat, of New York, 
said that he desired to dissipate the idea 
that might have been inculeated fn the 
minds of members of the house by cer- 
tain speeches on the democratic side, tnat 
the democratic party was antago 
to the bestowal of pensions. 

Mr. Walsh paid a glowing tribute to 
woman's part in the struggle, and in clos- 
ing he appealed to the chivalry of the 
southern democrats, which he said had 
never been invoked in vain, to vote for 
the bill granting relief to the widows of 
those who had earned them in »pen ana 
honorable conflict. (Applause.) 

The discussion was further continued 
by Mr. McCall, republican, of Tennessee; 
Mr. Hanly, republican, of Indiana; Mr. 
Hardy, republican, of Indiana, and Mr. 
McClure, republican, of Ohio. The lat- 
ter gentleman spoke of the attitude of the 
gentleman from New York (Mr. Bartlett) 
during the war. He had spent that period 
Mr. McClure seid, in academic halls, read- 
ing classic authors, including Livy’s ac- 
count of Attila’s descent upon 
Rome, and that the only bridge 
he had crossed in that time was pons 
asinorum. If the speaker and the gentle- 
man from Alabama (Mr. Wheeler) could 
have got at each other at any time from 
1861 to 183, he said, they would have 
fought a bloodless battle for the light- 
weight championship of North America, 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. McClure said that up to yesterday 
afternoon when Mr. Cummings had ad- 
dressed the house on the subject of the 
bill he had formed an opinion of Tam- 
many hall based upon the report of a gen- 
tleman named Lexow, which was unfa- 
vorable. He now saw how easy it was for 
a person or corporation to become the un- 
deserved object of aversion. He stated 
that he renounced and disavowed the rus- 
tic opimion heretofore entertained, and 
extended to it in the name of patriotism, 
the right hand of fellowship. 

Non-Combatants Dissatisfied. 

Brief speeches were made my Lacey, re- 
publican, of lowa, who, with Mr. McUall, of 
Tennessee, opposed the adoption of the 
Graff amendmeat as not tending to fur- 
ther the best interest ofthe pensioner; 
Milnes, republican, of Michigan; Crow- 
ther, republican,’ of Maryland; Lowe, re- 
publican, of New York; Howe, republi- 
can, of New York; Spading, republican, 
of Michigan, who raised a laugh by saying 
that the only element not satisfied with 
the war of rebellion were the non-com- 
batants, north and south; Tracewell, re- 
publican, of Indiana, and Pickler, repub- 
lican, of Dakota, who urged the necessity 
of a general revision of the pension 
laws so as to insure a radical administra- 
tion of the pension bureau. This evoked 
a query from W. A. Stone, republican, of 
Pennsylvania, as to whether or not Pick- 
ler believed the president would sign a bill 
containing such amendments as he pro- 
posed. 


Is Cleveland a King? 

Apropos to this colloquy the venerable 
ex-Speaker Grow, republican, of Pennsyl- 
vania, addressed the house briefiy upon 
the necessity of resenting the encroach- 
ment upon its prerogatives by the execu- 
tive. He said: ‘‘Under the long establish- 
ed parliamentary law it has «Iways been 
regarded as an invasion of the preroga- 
tives of parliament for any one to refer 
in its discussions to the opinion of the 
king on any question pending before it.” 

A Member—Is Mr. Cleveland ‘‘the king?’ 

‘‘In reference to matters of this kind,”’ 
said Mr. Grow, “he oceupies the same re- 
lation to the house of congress that the 
sovereign in Great Britain does to par- 
liament. The president exercises the veto 
power; and, if we do not have, on any giv- 
en measure, the two-thirds necessary to 
overcome that, he is so far, the king. . 

Caustic on the President. 

‘In the last congress we had before us 
on one occasion a bill headed ‘The Dill 
of the secretary of the treasury.’ What 
has that to do with presenting a Dill in 
this house? We have had here. attempts 
by the secretaries of the different depart- 
ments to influence legislation; they have 
sent in here letters to be read with refer- 
ence to pending measures. And in one 
case a letter was read here from the rres- 
ident of the United States having refer- 
ence to a measure then pending in the 
house and just about to be voted upon, 
This housé owes itself to make the presi- 
dent understand that he has nothing to do 
with the action of this legislative body 
till a bill formaily passed is presented to 
him for his approval. (Applause.) Only 
in that contingency has he the right to 
express his approval or disapproval. Nor 
has any one of the heads of the depart- 
ments, except the secretary of the treas- 
ury, the right to communicate his views 
uninvited to this house. That officer may 
report to this house on important ques- 
tions affecting the revenues, but when he 
sends here a bill headed “The bill of the 
secretary of the treasury’ the house owes 
itself to return that bill to him and then 
say that he cannot invade in that way the 
prerogatives of this body any more tran 
can the president of the United States by 
having a letter read here just on the eve 
of vote upon an important measu/e. 


Res@nt Interference from Cleveland. 


“IT am well aware that the. majority in 
this house today would take no orders 
from the present executive; it is not in 
that view that I am raising this c,ues- 
tion, I simply submit that the legislative 
department of the government owes to 
itself to resent any attempt on the part 
of the executive or his clerks to influence 
the vote of this house on pending legisla- 
tien.” (Applauge.) 

Mr. Stone gave notice that tomorrow he 
would ask the house to proceed with the 
consideration of the bill under the ive- 
minute rule, with the expectation of 1e«ch- 
ing a vote before adjournment,

“GREEN GOODS” SWINDLING 
WITH A VARIATION. 


Stories That ‘Waft in from Alabama’s 


Fertile Territory. 

Montgomery, Ala., Jantary 15.—(Sp¢- 
cial.)—A very bold and suecessful swindle 
Was perpetrated here a few nights ago on 
some ruralites from Coffee county. 

They would go to a man and propose 
that if he would stake them for $10, for 
instance, they would double it for him on 
a@ green goods deal A few days after- 
wards they would return him $20. They 
thus continued to bait the unwary on for 
some weeks and had a number of patrons 
who were tickled to death with the “green 
goods” traffic. Some days ago the opera- 
tors announced they had a big deal on, 
and they talked it so strong that they per- 
suaded their neghbors to put up amounts 
aggregating, it is said $5,000 to $6,000. Sev- 
eral individuals invested as much as $500 
each. The manager of the operations, the 
broker in the matter, announced that he 
would have to come to Montgomery to 
make the deal and one or two of the 
stockholders decided that they would come 
along to see it done squarely. When 
they reached the hotel the broker request- 
ed them to wait where they were until 
he could go out and communicate with 
the “green goods” dealers alone, as they 
would only see one man at a time. Af- 
ter awhile he returned with his clothing 
torn, his hair disheveled and bruises about 
his head and face. He said he had been 
assaulted and robbed and that after a 
horrible scuffe the money had been tak- 
en from him. The investors sized up the 
situation and went back home —— 
and wiser, while the broker went in an- 
other direction with the boodle. The 
names of the parties are being withheld, 
and an effort is being made to ferret out 
the whole affair.

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HE ROBBED JUSTICE 


A Tennessee Convict Secured Pardon on 
- Forged Recommendations. 


HAD 20 YEARS FOR PATRICIDE 


; | 
Narrowly Escaped His Deserts on the 


Gallows, To Cheat the Law Even 
of Slight Satisfaction. 


Nashville, Tenn., January 15.—(Special.)— 
It looks very much like another convict has 
succeeded in securing his release from the 
Tennessee penitentiary by means of forged 
letters and petitions. This plan was first 
worked in 1892, when H. B. Stoddard, who 
was sentenced to the penitentiary from Tif- 
ton county, was pardoned by Governor 
Buchanan on a lengthy petition accompa- 
nied by letters from Hon. John ‘Tifton, 
now speaker of the house, and Hon. N. W. 
Baptist, then a member of the state exec- 
utive committee, all of which were forged. 

Now D. W. Boyer, of Cocke county, is 
the shrewd individual who is at farge, 
pardoned by Governor Turney, on Jauuary 
7th, of the sentence of twenty years for 
murder committed in Cocke county. The 
reasons stated by the governor in the par- 
don and on record are that it was recome 
mended by the “trial judge, attorney gen~ 
eral, jury and prosecutor.” A large num~- 
ber of citizens say that conviction was s¢e- 
cured entirely upon circumstantial evi- 
dence, which they deemed at the time of 
trial of sufficient strength to warrant them 
in administering the punishment given him, 
but a careful and thoughtful review of evi- 
dence has filled their minds with grave 
doubt ag to the justice of the decision, and 
while loth to believe themselves responsi- 
ble for consigning an innocent men to @ 
felon’s cell upon evidence of a doubtful 
character, as they have cause to believe 
was done, they think the prisoner should 
have the benefit of the doubt and ask for 
his pardon.” 

The murder of which D. W. Boyer was 
accused and convicted and of which he was 
no doubt guilty, was one of the most atro- 
cious that ever occurred even in East Ten- 
nessee. Boyer murdered his father five 
years ago and threw his body in a Cave, 
where it was found. Boyer, soon after his 
father’s disappearance, produced a deec 
to $7,000 worth of property, which was 
proved a forgery and one of the witnesses 
igs now in the penitentiary for perjury. 

The sentence of twenty years aroused 
s0 much indignation that the citizens at- 
tempted to lynch Boyer. ' 

Hon. R. B. Hickey, of Cocke county, to 
day examined the papers on file in Govern- 
or Turney’s office and pronounced them 
forgeries. There is a lengthy petition nu- 
merously signed, and also letters signed by 
Judge J. H. Randolph, Attorney General 
John B. Rogers, Circuit Clerk Owen Harri- 
son, and Creed Boyer, prosecutor and un- 
cle of the murderer, all cleverly forged. 
Boyer is now under indictment in Cocke 
county for forgery, and knowing ‘the atro- 
cious nature of his crime, there are not 
ten men in Cocke county who would sign 
a petition for his pardon.

Important Ruling. 

In the Robinson-Southern railway dam- 
age case up before Judge Reid today, the 
judge made an interesting, as well as an 
important ruling.

The law re- 
quired that all suits against railroads 
must be brought in the county in which the 
action arose, provided, however, that if 
the plaintiff reside in the county of the 
principal office of the railroad the action 
may We brought there. By inadvertence, 
however, when the legislature proceeded to 
say how the law, as amended should read, 
the foregoing proviso was left off. Judge 
Reid held that the proviso was, neverthe- 
less, a part of the law and of vitality.

) All the Western and Atlantic Proper- 


ties To Be Surveyed. 

At an early hour this morning Mr. T. P. 
Stanley, recently appointed by Governor 
Atkinson to resurvey the Western and At- 
lantic’s property, and Mr. D. L. Ward- 
roper, of Gainesville, entered upon the du- 
ties of the survey, beginning «with the 
road’s property in Atlanta. The following 
special explains the matter: 

Athens, Ga., January 15.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Thomas P. Stanley, one of the civil engi- 
neers recently appointed by Governor At- 
kinson to conduct the new survey of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, left Athens 
this afternoon for Atlanta, and tomorrow 
morning he and Mr. Wardroper, of Gaines- 
ville, will start upon their work. 

They will start early in the morning at 
the carshed and move westward towards 
the Chattahoochee. They expect to be 
outside the central portion of the city be- 
fore the crowds begin to move much. 

They will make a complete survey of the 
road and all the properties of the state in 
order to correct al] mistakes, arrange any 
differences they meet with and furnish 
data by which to settle all future disputes 
in regard to the state’s title to the property 
along the line of railway. 

When the work is completed they will 
file with the governor a complete map of 
the road in book form and containing 


every detafl of information. 

In each county there will be filed at the 
courthouse all data relative to that portion 
of the road lying in that county. Mr. Stan- 
ley says it will require about six or seven 
‘months to complete the work which has 
been assigned them by the governor.

“SOWING THE WIND.” } 


The Grunby Play Given Excellent 
Production at the Grand. 


A highly fashionable audience was out 
to greet “Sowing the Wind,’ which was 
given its first production in Atlanta at the 
Grand last night. In view of the large 
amount of advertising which Sidney Grun- 
by’s play has received through the discus- 
sion which it has provoked, and in view of 
its unquestioned success in other cities, 
a great deal was expected and the people 
were not disappointed. 

The story is a highly interesting one and 
from a constructive standpoint, the drama 
is strong, but it is impossible in a brief 
summary to tell the details which are nec- 
essary to a complete understanding of the 
story that is told. The following gives 
a fair outline of it. 

Mr. Brabazon, a wealthy widower, past 
middle age, had in his younger days formed 
an alliance which had been brought to an 
end by the apparently friendly efforts of 
an old crony, Mr. Watkins, who had told 
him that the woman with whom he had be- 
come entangled was disloyal. After this 
Brabazon married, becoming subsequently 
a@ widower, and regretting that he had 
neither son nor daughter to comfort him 
in the evening of his life. Thereupon he 
adopts Ned annesley, the son of an old 
friend. Deeply interested in the fortunes 
of Annesley, he had hoped the young man 
would marry a Miss Maud Fretwell. ‘These 
hopes were frustrated, as Ned had formed 
an attachment for Rosamond, a young 
lady who had attained ceiebrity as a singer. 
Rosamond calis upon Brabazon to solicit 
his patronage for her concert, when she 
encounters Annesley, and it then comes out 
that they are betrothed. Brabazon, by 
means of Watkins, makes inquiries as to 
Rosamond’s antecedents, and though she 
iS a victim of scandals which are afterwards 
proved unfounded, it is made plain that 
her birth is illegitimate. So Brabazon re- 
fuses his consent. At the close of the third 
act he learns that Rosamond is his own 
child, and also that the woman whom he 
believed faithless was true to her love for 
him. Rosamond, though prizing Annesley 
as the one man whose intentions toward 
her have been honorable, at tirst refuses to 
marry him on the plea that her birth 
would degrade him. In the end Brabazon 
reveais himself to Rosamond as her father, 
asks her forgiveness, and consents to the 
marriage. : 

. While the story of this old sin is by no 
means a new one to the stage, it is told 
by Mr. Grunby more cleverly than it has 
ever been told before. The theme is the 
equality of the sexes when judged from 
the standpoint of morals, and while it 
might in incompetent hands miss its pur- 
pose in presenting a story and preaching 
a moral without seeming to preach it, in 
the hands of the people to whom the parts 
are entrusted in the present production, it 
is given with a strength and finesse most 
admirable. The company as a whole is ex- 
ceedingly strong. It is no exaggeration to 
say that Mary Hampton, who has the 
leading role, is a revelation. She is a 
young woman of rare ability and she pos- 
sSesses to a high degree that mystical pow- 
er which we call magnetism. It is hack- 
neyed’ to say that an actress made a hit 
with the audience which saw and heard 
her, but certainly if it were true of any 
actress who has been to Atlanta in a long 
time it is true of Mary Hampton. There 
is every reason to expect great things 
from this young southern girl. The play 
is not one built for a single part, but it 
gives a number of clever people opportu- 
nities. Mr. J. H. Gilmour is one of these 
and his performance as Brabazon is both 
strong and artistic. Mr. Whiffen made a 
great deal out of the little part of Watkin. 
Howell Hansell was a handsome young 
lover and as a whole the list is a well 
balanced one. 

“Sowing the Wind” will be given at mati- 
nee today and again tonight. The play is 
certainly one that will cause much discus- 
sion and for that reason, if for no other, 
it is worth seeing. It is strong and in- 
tensely interesting.

As for the 
details of the assumption—the gaunt figure, 
the patient and stolid bearing at times, and 
the terrible impatience and absence of con- 
trol as miseries flock about him, and the 
final wreck and overthrow of his strength 
both of body and mind at the end of the 
court scene—all these are in harmony with 
this idea.

REUNITED IN OLD AGE. 


A Widow of Thirty Years Marries the 
Man Who Deserted Her. 

Raleigh, N. C., January 15.—Some time 
in 1862 Henry Monk, a confederate, came 
to this city from Sampson county. He was 
detailed as a nurse in one of the hospitals 
and remained here until the war ended. 
While here he formed the acquaintance of 
a Miss Julia Seawell and in 1864 they were 
married. One child, a boy, Hugh, was 
born. 

After the war Monk was employed by the 
Messrs. Adams, of this city. who were large 
buyers and dealers in cotton, to travel 
and buy cotton for them. Of course he was 
absent from his family from time to time 
during the cotton season, but they heard 
from him regularly and he came home as 
often as business would permit. But from 
one of these trips, in 1865, Monk did not 
return. His wife used all the means at the 
command of herself and friends to ascer- 
tain his whereabouts without finding any 
trace whatever «f him. And so she and 
her son and all who knew Monk settled 
down to the belief that he had been killed 
for the money he was supposed to have 
carried with him on his business trips. 

A Visitor at the Prison. 

The widow Monk made a living with her 
needle for herself and son, and succeeded 
in giving him a fair education. The widow 
was a devout member of the Baptist 
church and she brought her boy up in that 
faith, and he was a shining light in the 
church and Sunday school. Twenty-four 
years passed away. The boy married and 
became a widower with one child—a girl. 
The widow, her son and grandchild went 
to live in Richmond, Va., because the son 
had then a lucrative position there with 
a former business man of Raleigh. For 
three years was peace, plenty and happi- 
ness. 

The son embezzled money of his em- 
ployer and ran away. His mother was 
crushed by disgrace and remained in Rich- 
mond, not having nerve to face her old 
friends in this city. After a short time the 
son was arrested in Denver, Col., was tried, 
convicted and sentenced to three years in 
the penitentiary. 

One day an old, gray-haired man called 
and asked to see Hugh Monk. The young 
prisoner was brought out with his cropped

There was 
a second marriage of Monk and Julia. And 
in a thriving town in Colorado will be 
found the father and mother in comforta- 
ble circumstances in their declining years; 
the son, Hugh, employed in a responsible 
position, having told his employers of his 
downfall and punishment before they gave 
him work, and the granddaughter at school 
and budding into a good and beautiful 
woman, :

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E The Mills Resolution. 

‘The resolutions offered in the senate 
(Quesday by Mr. Mills, of Texas, em- 
body reforms that will not prove 
palatable to Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Car- 
fisle. In fact, Senator Mills’s resolu- 
tions place him in direct antagonism 
with the administration and in line 
egain with the democrats of the coun- 
ltry. 

It will be remembered that in 1893, 
when the discussion of the uncondi- 
tional repeal of the Sherman law threw 
the democratic party into such disas- 
trous confusion—a confusion from which 
it has not even partially recovered—Sen- 
ator Mills, in order not to antagonize the 
president whose election had made him 
the head of the party, made a public 
recantation of such democratic doctrines 
as had proved to be obnoxious to Mr. 
Cleveland and became one of the chief 
promoters of the disastrous policy which, 
beginning with the movement to uncon- 
ditionally repeal the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman act, has compelled the 
people, as well as the business interests 
‘ of the country, to experience the evils 
of the British gold standard. 

Whether Senator Mills has seen 
enough of the disastrous results of the 
president’s policy, or whether he pro- 
poses to return to the safe and gound 
democratic doctrines held by all’ genu- 
ine democrats, we do not Know; but it 
is certain that each and every one of his 
resolutions is directly opposed to the 
financial *policy of the administration. 
We think it is a good sign when such 
a man as Senator Mills, finding that to 
sustain the president will be to subject 
his party and the people to all the 
_direful evils of a further contraction of 
the currency, hastens to retract his steps 
and place himself in line with the great 
majority of his party. 

Senator Mills’s resolutions provide: 
1. That_the outstanding legal tender 
-motes shall not be retired, canceled or 
funded into interest-bearing bonds, but 
shall be kept in circulation. 2. That the 
whole of the silver bullion now in the 
treasury shall be coined as rapidly as 
possible—the coins from the seigniorage 
to be paid out for current expenses, and 
the rest in the redemption of treasury 
notes issued for its purchase. 3. That 
whenever there is a deficit in the treas- 
ury legal tender notes shall be issued to 
meet current expenditures and shall be 
destroyed when returned to the treas- 
ury. 4. That all laws authorizing the 
sale of interest-bearing bonds shall be 
repealed. 5. That it is the established 
policy of the United States not only to 
keep all kinds of money issued under 
their authority at par, but to require all 
creditors, public and private, to receive 
- gold and silver coins in payment of all 

pe obligations where the terms of the con- 
tract stipulate for coin payment. 6. That 
it is the duty of the secretary of the 
_ treasury to redeem United States notes 
- fin both gold and silver coin. 

These resolutions are good as far as 
they go.. While it is true that they are 
§n direct antagonism to the financial 
policy of the Cleveland administration, 
it is equally true that they outline a gen- 
uine democratic policy—the only policy 
“under which the people can hope to 
have prosperity. The resolutions are 
@0 sound and so necessary to the relief 
__of the people at this time that we shall 
not quarrel with them because they do 
mot demand the full restoration of silver 
as a money metal. 

In and of themselves the resolutions 
would afford the people a measure of 
relief and we congratulate Senator Mills 
on his return to those sound democratic 
principles in the perpetuation of which 
the people can enjoy life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. There can be no 
liberty and, consequently, no pursuit of 
_ happiness for the people where the 
_ masses are in bondage to the money 
_ power.

The Kissimmee Leader tells about a ship- 
ment of ezg plant to a northern market im 
which five barrels were sold for %. Of this 
amount the freight charges consumed $0.8 
and the commission man took What was 
left. The Leader asks: “‘Who paid the 
freight?” The Tampa Times promptly au- 
swers: “The consumer, of course.” The 
Leader’s idea seems to have been that the 
grower and the transportation companies 
shculd be considered as partners in a 
commercial venture, although neither con- 
templated such a connection when the 
trarsaction tock place. If the produce had 
sold for $10 per barrel, realizing %”, tac 
grower would have been furious if the 
transportation companies fad insisted tuat 
he should divide’ his profits with. them. 
The inconsistencies in which the railroad 
haters involve themselves in their efforts 
to maintain the theories advanced by Scn- 
ator Call are absurd. Sensible people, in- 
cluding most of the growers of fruits and 
vegetables, readily understand that the 
freight charges on such shipments are sim- 
ply an item of the total expense of produc- 
ticn, like days’ wages paid for labor or cash 
given for seed, and that they might as rea- 
sonably expect the laborer to pay back 
a part of the wages that he has received 
for the making or the marketing of the 
crop, if th® shipment fails to pay, as de- 
mand that the railroads should receive less 
than their just due for its transportation, 

Is it not about time for the producers 
to consider the matter in this light? 
They must face the facts of the situa- 
tion and shape thefr policy accordingly. 
The railroaders are not the Shylocks 
which they are supposed to \be by some 
people. They know very well that the 
development of the country will help 
their business, and it is absurd to sup- 
pose that they would work against their 


own interests. 

We must recognize the fact that the 
great drawback in the south is the lack 
of good home markets. This region is 
sparsely settled and we have no large 
cities and towns, Doubtless this will be 
changed in the future. The rapid 
growth of manufacturing industries will 
build up towns and turn a large propor- 
tion of our population into consumers. 
Under such conditions southern farmers 
and truck gardeners will not have to 
send their products to New York and 
Chicago. They will find good markets 
for them within a few miles of their 
homes and the Hem of freight will be 
a small matter. : 

Whenever you establish a prosperous 
factory it benefits all the farmers with- 


in many miles of it, and whenever a’ 


group of these factories builds up a 
large town the farming districts around 
it become prosperous. 

The railroads will co-operate with us 
in building up home markets, and the 
way to do that is to build factories 
wherever they are needed.

I had no money; I bought the farm, 169 
acres, on credit; it is all paid for and ali, 
everything is mine and I owe no One not 
one dime, free and independent.

Says the Baltimore Sun of Friday: ‘An 
Eastern Shore version of the ‘tar-baby’ 
story, made familiar in the tales of ‘Un- 
cle Remus,’ was brought out last night 
at the meeting of the Baltimore Folklore 
society. A white fisherman of Dorches- 
ter county told one of the contributors of 
the society the version of the story with 
which he and others are familiar. Dr. 
William Hand Browne commented on the 
story as showing its origin by substituting 
a tortoise, or ‘turkle,’ for the tar-baby 
image, As the story goes, the ‘turkle’ 
promised the man to catch the rabbit 
which was devastating his garden. The 
‘turkle’ told the garden-owner to smear 
its back with tar or pitch, and then it 
went into the garden. The familiar one- 
sided dialogue followed with Br’er Rabbit 
questioning the silent totoise and follow- 
ing up his question with blows, until one 
after another his four feet were stuck in 
the tar and the rabbit was a prisoner. Dr. 
Cc. C. Margen related in a paper ‘some 
Mexican versions of the Uncle Remus 
stories.’ He said that among the Mexi- 
can Indians the same folklore stories pre- 
vail as among the southern negroes of 
the United States. In Mexico, however, 
he stated. the more familiar coyote is sub- 
stituted for the fox in the tales. The 
‘Br’er Rabbit’ is replaced by ‘uncle’ or 
‘nephew’ in the familiar address of ag- 
mrals one to another in the stories. Dr. 
Browne referred to a recent work on 
folklore of the Bahama islands, in which 
an eagle in a story is made to say ‘I’m 
gwine to live on de furder side of Balti- 
more.’ He takes this to mean that- the 
only idea the ignorant people of the Ba- 
hamas have of Baitimore is as a faraway 
land across the sea, which is a haven for 
their pineappie crop.’’

Imagine a three story stone building—the 
material probably Georgia granite—with a 
frontage of 150 feet, extending just as far 
to the rear, giving another entrance on 
Pryor street. The entrance on Hunter 
Jeads into the prison proper. To one side 
is the office of the watchman who points 
the way to an elevator. This lowered to 
the basement floor will bring you to the 
kitchen, where substantial and wholesome 
meals are prepared. Those meals are sent 
up to the different floors by means tof the 
elevator. On each floor there is a long 
stretch of cells made of steel grating be- 
hind which the prisoner paces. To one side 
of the cells there is a long hallway into 
which all of the prisoners can be released 
for the purpose of taking exercise. This 
‘hallway s connected with numerous bath- 


noms arranged with all medern sanitary 
appliances, and it is the duty of the watch- 


/ men to see that the men have their baths 


at proper intervals. The latest jail appli-

Horrors of the Present J ail. 

Hundreds have been threatened with the 
Same fate. The commissioners are aware 
of this. Already a sentiment has _arizen 
among them to appeal to Uncle Sam to 
order government prisoners from the 
Fulton county jail. 

One of the most aggressive commissioners 
made a visit to the jail last Friday. His 
description compares with a chapter on 
the Spanish inquisition. He was prepared 
for a shock, but the scenes ovened his eyes 
to the horror of present conditions. Five 
or six prisoners were found massed in 
one small cell—men who had been born to 
the freedom of the mountains—shoved in 
a den like a kennel of dogs. He recom- 
mends that the government take action at 
once and not only relieve the suffering of 
the moonshiners, but give more room to 
the county prisoners. All of the commis- 
sioners favor this golicy and it is probable 
that some action will be taken soon. 

It is probable that no federal prisoners 
will be admitted into the new jail. ‘In the 
meantime this trouble may be obviated 
by the building of a federal prison. which 
has been under discussion for several years 
as a result of the passage of a bill author- 
izing the erection of a government prison 
in the south.

The ccmmissicrers do not hesitate to 
talk about the plans. 

Here is what they say: 


MR. CHARLES A. COLLIER, Chair- 
man of the Board of County Com- 
missioners: 

“The jail will be built. By this time next 
year I hope that the inmates of the 
present dungeon will be housed in a 
humane structure. There will be no 
delay in building the new jail. Jt 
will go up at once. As soon as the 
weather permits we will break dirt. I 
would not be surprised if work was 
started some time in March. ‘The 
property has already been purchased 
for the site of the new building. The 
last board of commissioners bought 
in a lot of about seventy feet front. 
We have recently bought in another 
lot adjoining and in all the frontage 
on Pryor street will be about 210 feet. 
I have had a talk with Mr. Forrest 
Adair and both of us have agreed to 
start the work as soon as possible. 
My idea is to get the present require- 
ments of the jail now operated and 
double that. Our building will last 
for years. Atlanta will increase in 
population and the number of crimi- 
nals will consequently increase. I 
think that the building wiil be large 
enough if we take the requirements 
now and multiply them bytwo. We 
are now under negotiations for the 
purpose of having the jail built. The 
special tax has been already levied 
for the purpose. It is now in opera- 
tion. We have calculated that in 
three years $150,000 can be raised in 
this way, that is at the average of 
$50,000 a year. We will have ample 
funds and will put up a jail of the 
most modern structure. It is our idea 
to have the front entrance on Tryor 
street. In the front part we wi!l have 
the city court chambers. Here will 
be the offices of the judges and all 
the court officials. In the rear will be 
the jail proper. Next year the new 
law putting the jail entirely under 
the control of the county commis- 
sioners goes into effect. 
expire then, and Ido not know what I 
would do in regagd to the “federal 
prisoners, as I will not at that time 
be on the board. Personally, hcow- 
ever, I should say that not one of 
the United States prisoners should 
come into the jail. The class of pris- 
oners are by no means the same. It 
would be an outrage to take a man 
who has been guilty of making a 
little moonshine on the sly and throw 
him in the same cell with tne mur- 
derer. I think .that some prov'!sion 
should be made at once for the es- 
tablishment of the federal prison. I 
understand that the bill has been 
passed authorizing the building of 
one in the south. Atlanta is the 
place for it. The condition of affairs 
now at the jail is positive proof that 
the county prisoners should not be at 
the same institution with the govern- 
ment prisoners. If I was on the board 
next year I should most urgently 
recommend that the county refuse to 
receive one of the United States pris- 
oners. It may be possible that the 
jail will be finished by the last of 
‘this year. We have already notified 
the tenants on the property to mcve 
awav. We have told the city to 
move its seales and Watson to get 
away with the dye house. We are 
going to work at once and will put 
up the handsomest building of its 
kind seen in the south. It will be 
absolutely fire-proof with all of the 
modern conveniences and  require- 
ments. There will be no delay. The 
new jail will be built at once.” 


FORREST ADAIR, Chairman 
Committee on, Public Buildings 
and Improvements: 

a patient public, who have for ten 
years read the criticism of the press, 
the condemnation of the successive 
grand juries and the pleading of the 
county commissioners for bonds, it is 
unnecessary to attempt to ernphasize 
the crying need of a new jail. After 
the people has repeatedly refused to 
vote for bonds the present county 
commissioners determined to build a 
jail by levying the direct tax for that 
purpose and made the levy lasi Fep- 
tember, and now, for the first time, 
the money is available for a begin- 
ning.

MR. WALTER R. BROWN, of the 
Committee on Public Buildings 
and Improvements: 

“The commissoners will see to the erection 
of a new jail at once and before 
many months Atlanta will have one 
of the finest prisons ever seen in the 
south. We have already formed some 
idea of the plans, and from what I 
can learn it will be a building which 
will be as far in advance of Atlanta 
as the other is behind it. I mean by 
that we intend to put up a building 
that will answer the purpose of the 
city fifteen years hence. It hap- 
pened that I was on the hoard of 
commissioners that built the present 
jail. That was fifteen years ago. I 
was quite a young man and the older 
members laughed at me *~vhen I pro- 
posed that we build a large aid ex- 
pensive structure. They said I was 
young and wanted to spend a lot of 
money, knocked my plans into a 
cocked hat and placed up that present 
jail. We wish to avoid this in the 
new jail. Atlanta will increase in 
population more rapidly than any one 
can imagine within the next four or 
five years. This year we have a popu- 
lation of 114,000, but ten years from 
now it will be almost double that. 
The effect of the exposition in. bring- 
ing in people will be felt. What we 
want is a jail that will he large 
enough years from now and that is 
what we intend to put up. We have 
already purchased the property. The 
tenants have been given notice to 
move off and it can be said with all 
truth that we are now engaged in 
constructing it. The building, as I 
understand it, will be three stories 
high. The main entrance to the jail 
will be on Hunter street. The other 
entrance will be on Pryor street. The 
Pryor street entrance will lead you 
into the city court chambers. There 
will be one room for Judge Reid and 
another on the opposite side cf the 
hallway for Judge Berry. As it is 
now a lawyer has no place to consult 
his client. The present arrangement 
is woefully deficient and in addition 
to this we have to pay high rent for 
the rooms now in use for the courts. 
In the front part of this new jail 
there will be offices for the - judges, 
consulting rooms, jury rooms, offices 
for stenographers, an office for the 
county physician and apartments for 
the jailer. The room will be ample 
for all purposes. In the rear will be 
the prison proper. Here will be the 
cells of the prisoners with every pos- 
sible comfort. There will be nice 
bathrooms and the prisoners will be 
required to use them. The sanitary 

2 fixtures will be the best that can be 

* secured. An elevator will be run in 
fF. order to carry up the food to the 
different floors from. the kitchen, 
which will be on the basement floor. 
The cells will all be kept im perfect 
shape. The present bastile will be 
forgotten. It will be torn dcown. I 
have heard it said that the city will 
wish the location for a school build- 
ing and I believe that some inquiries 
f on that line hava been made by 
President Thompson. It is said that 
a school building is sadly needed just 
where the jail now stands. Everv 
vestige of the present building will 
be removed. The last brick will be 
cast away. I would like to see the 
city go to work and get a new city 
hall. It is a shame that ‘a place of 
Atlanta’s size’ should have no decent 
home t¢ live in. I hope that the city 
will be able to take this ‘matter up; 
that it will in the end get the ‘site 
“where the present courthouse stands 
and erect a creditable home. There 
is nothing visionary about this rew 
jail. It is already a reality. It is 
now under course of construction.”

DICE STILL IN NEW ORLEANS. 


Deputy Marshal Mitchell Returns 
from the Crescent City. 
Deputy Marshal O. E. Mitchell returned 
from New Orleans yesterday morning, 
where he went in charge of George W. 
Dice, a prisoner charged with counter- 

feiting. 

A writ of habeas corpus was issued by 
the circuit court at New Orleans direct- 
ing the marshal of the northern district of 
Georgia to surrender the person of Dice. 
He was wanted in New Orleans as a 
witness in a very important counterfeit 
case. Dice is supposed to belong to one 
of the most extensive counterfeit gangs 
in America. 

Dice will remain in New Orleans until 
some action is taken by the grand jry. 

Speaking of the parish jail in New Or- 
leans Deputy Marshal Mitchell said: 

‘IT have never seen a more comfortable 
jail. Fulton county ought to have one like 
it. The lives of criminals ought to be 
protected and no man, whatever the 
charge against him may be, should be in- 
carcerated in a jail where his life would 
be imperiled. The jail in New Orleans is 
securely built, comfortably furnished and 
has separate yards for male and female 
prisoners, white and colored.’

DOING A GRAND WORK 


Charges Against Mrs. Wolff's Home for 
Women Fail Miserably. 


RESULT OF THE INVESTIGATION 


Committee Finds That Not Only Are 
the Charges Groundless, but the 
Institute Is a Noble One. 


The committee appointed by Mayor King 
to investigate the charges made against 
Mrs. Wolff, matron of the Florence Crit- 
tenton Home, have concluded their in- 
vestigation, and the result is a full and 
complete exoneration of Mrs. Wolff. This 
will be made known to the council at the 
next meeting of that body, and from the 
expressions of a number of the cummit- 
‘tee, the report will not alone be con- 
made, but will partake of a compliment 
to the institution and the very admirable 
manner in which this haven for the wun- 
fortunate of the city’s population is man- 
aged and the objects pertaining to its 
establishment and future maintenance. 

The adharges, as origfnally set forth 
against the matron, were cruelty to the 
inmates, insufficient dlothing and food 
and overwork, and they were preierred by 
several ladies of the city who had keen 
informed by women who had teen in- 
mates of the institution at various pe- 
riods. 

The first meeting of the committee was 
held on the 2d instant, at which several 
of the witnesses were present, <nd the 
final. meeting was held at the home on 
Tuesday evening, all of the members of 
the committee being present, together with 
the witnesses. 

Councilman T. C. Mayson, chairman of 
the committee, examined the witnesses 
singly and collectively, and the evidence 
adduced instead of reflecting discredit 
upon the matron, showed con lusively 
that the affairs of the institution wire 
managed in the most satisfactory manner, 
and that Mrs. Wolff had not only gained 
the confidence of the unfortunate girls, 
but had also drawn them to her in the 
most wonderful manner. Several of the 
witnesses of the prosecution, if they may 
be styled as such, instead of reiterating 
the charges as originally set forth, fatly 
contradicted themselves and spoke in the 
highest terms of the kindnesses testowed 
upon them by the matron during tveir 
stay at the home. 

The present inmates were called. singly 
and collectively and they unanimously 
testified of the excellent management of 
the institution and the kindness and at- 
tention that was always shown them by 
Mrs. Wolff and Mrs. Horton. 

he charges were sifted to the very 
bottom aud nothing developed to show any 
error on the part of the matron; cn the 
other hand, they only accentuated the sen- 
timent of those who testified. 

So well satisfied were the members of 
the committee with their investigations 
that they settled the report to be made to 
council on Monday before leaving the in- 
stitution and City Attorney Westmoreland 
is now drawing it up for presentation. 

Many of the members of the committee 
visited the home for the first time, and 
they were enthusiastic in their admiration 
of the manner in which it is managed and 
tne many comforts and enjoyments af- 
forded the unfortunate ones who have 
sought the protection of that kindly wo- 
man who has given up her time and money 
for the reclamation of the fallen end un- 
fortunate, 

Mrs. Wolff came*here some three years 
ago from New Orleans, where she had 
established and managed a similar insti- 
tution, and which she left only after it 
had become one of the most flourishing 
institutions of its nature in the country. 
In the beginning of her work here she 
gave out of her own fortune over $1,500 
towards furnishing, and erection of the 
home, and has since that time devoted all 
of her time and labor to the fuitherance 
of its interests and the placing «cf it on a 
solid foundation, 

In her efforts she has been ncbly aided 
by many of the charitably inclined peo- 
ple of Atlanta; but could many who have 
not aided her visit the institution and see 
for themselves what good work she is do- 
ing they would certainly be surprised at 
the results that are constantly being real- 
ized. 

One of the best friends the home has is 
Dr. McRae, who has ever since the open- 
ing of the institution devoted his time 
and professional skill in the behalf of 
the unfortunates who have from time to 
time been entertained at the institution 
and at any and all times he is ready to 
respond to the call of the management of 
the institution. 

Outside of the household duties there 
are none others imposed upon the inmates, 
and many of them who have professed re- 
pentance have. been assisted to good po- 
sitions by the matron.and sre today some 
of the best nurses in this and other cities. 
They are instructed in the rudimentary 
elements of a common school education, 
and are taught all of the duties of the 
household, besides being shown the ten- 
derest kindness, more especially on <£c- 
count of their misfortunes, and every ef- 
fort is made to turn them into the right 
path and to lead them to a higher life 
which, in most cases, is successful, as has 
been demonstrated in numerous instances.

WIRED A BANK TO HONOR HIS 
DRAFT. 


He Was Quickly Trapped by the Bank 
Cashier, but Quietly Slipped 
Away. 


A handsome young man of twenty, styl- 
isnly dressed in a dark sack suit and brown 
Alpine. hat, stepped up to the counter at 
the telegraph office at the Markham house 
Tuesday afternoon and offered a telegram 
to the operator. 

“Send it half rate to Covington, please,” 
he said, “to the Clark Banking Com- 
pany at Covington, Ga.”’ 

The operator glanced over the double 
line of writing on the yellow slip. The 
telegram contained the simple reqtest to 
the Clark Banking Company to honor the 
draft of Thomas F. Smith on a medicine 
company in Atlanta. It was signed with 
the name of “Joseph T. Orme, cashier of 
the Lowry Banking Company.” 

The young man paid for the message 


and disappeared. The operator transmitted 


the message to Covington and in due time 
it was delivered to the Clark Banking Com- 
pany. 

Shortly after leaving the telegraph office 
in the Markham the young man boarded a 
Georgia road train in the union depot and 
left the city. Late in the arternoon he ap- 
peared at the Clark Banking Company 
with a draft drawn ag indicated in the tel- 
egram, asking that it be cashed. 

The cashie¥ of the bank was not satisfied 
with the appearance cf things. The fact 
that the message had been sent at half 
rate struck him as being suspicious. He 
decided to verify the accuracy of the tele- 
gram signature. 

Hq stepped to the telephone in the bank 
and/rang up the Lowry Banking Company. 
Mr. Joseph T. Orme answered the ’phone 
and immediately declared the message to 
be a forgery. He had sent no such mes-

New York, January 15.—The great topic 
ef discussion in financial circles today was 
the dissolution of the Morgan bond syndi- 
cate. The dissolution of the syndicate 
would have had an important bearing on 
the market for securities had it not been 
for the manner in which the head of the 
corporation handled the matter. Mr. Mor- 
gan’s explanatory circular, which accom- 
panied the official notification of the retire- 
ment of the syndicate from the field, set 
at rest any doubts that may have been 
ertertained that the New York bankers 
were not heartily in favor of making the 
new loan a success. Wall street returned 
to its usual routine and is now concerned 
in knowing only how the payments for 
the bonds are to be made with the disturb- 
ance to\the money market. It is inti- 
mated from Washington that this will be 
provided for, but no modifications of the 
original circulars are likely until after 
the closing of the subscriptions on Febru- 
ary 5th next. The opening of the’ market 
Was strong, especially for the international 
issues. A period of hesitancy followed, 
traders being unable for the moment to 
judge the effect of the digruption of the 
bond syndicate. London then came in as 
a moderate buyer of its fancies and an 
advance of %@t. per cent followed in the 
active issues.

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GOES OVER TO MARCH 


The Election of a Secretary to the Water 
Board Postponed. 


MR. WINSHIP WAS ABSENT 


And on Motion of Mr. Howell the Mat- 
ter Went Over—Important Mat- 
ters Considered by the Board. 


There was a meeting of the water board 
in the mayor’s office yesterday morning, 
but the muck-talked-of appointment of a 
secretary to the board did not take place 
and the office still remains vacant, and 
will so remain until the meeting that will 
be held on the fifst Wednesday in March. 

An effort was made to reduce the salary 
of the secretary from $1,800 to $1,200, but it 
met with such a determined opposition that 
the question was also allowed to remain 
over until this meeting, when both ques- 
tions will be finally settled and all the anx- 
iety will be set at rest. 

When the meeting yesterday was called 
to order all of the members were not pres- 
ent, Mr. Albert Howell, Jr., and Mr. 
George Winship being absent. Mr. Howell 
came in before the deliberation had been 
far advanced, but Mr. Winship sent a let- 
ter saying that he had been suddenly called 
from the city on urgent business of a legal 
nature and could not attend, so on that ac- 
count no steps were taken in the matter of 
the secretaryship, for the reason that it 
was deemed best to have a full representa- 
tion of the board in the discussion of a mat- 
ter of such importance. 

Judge Hillyer presided. 

The declination of Mr. Terry to serve as 
secretary was read and accepted without 
discussion. Mr. Terry stated in his letter 
that he had been offered other = induce- 
ments of a better nature and for that rea- 
son he wished to resign. 

Reports were read from the finance com- 
mittee regarding -claims and estimates for 
the work of the ensuing year were heard, 
all of which were referred to the finance 
committee for report to the finance commit- 
tee of the city council for action. 

By a unanimous vote the salary of Mr. 
William Rapp was increased from $1,000 to 
$1,200 per annum, 

A report was read by Superintendent 
Woodward in which several recommenda- 
tions were made, notably among them be- 
ing an increase of the present force of the 
weter department and an increase in sal- 
aries of the present incumbents. A general 
rearrangement of the present quarters was 
aiso recommended and the building of sev- 
eral manholes in various sections of the 
city. 

it was decided that the present rules of 
the water department be revised and that 
a new typewriter be purchased, and also 
that a new horse for the use of the su- 
perintendent be purchased. 

The remainder of the recommendations 
were referred to the executive committee, 
with the exception of the revision of the 
rules, which will be considered by the 
special committee, 

President Hillyer called the attention of 
the board to the fact that water was still 
being supplied by the city for Clara Meer, 
the lake in Piedmont park, and that after 
the fire department had been withdrawn 
this would be, he thought, a needless ex- 
pense to the city. He knew that on ac- 
count of the fact that the fish commission 
had placed ali of its fish in the lake that a 
running service must be given, for the rea- 
son that the fish must have fresh water, 
and also that the health of the vicinity 
would not be endangered by the presence 
of a stagnant pool of water. but he thought 
that an arrangement might be made by 
which the overflow of the lake near Ponce 
de Leon spring might be carried into the 
lake and by doing so the city could be 
Saved the expense of pumping the water 
and other kindred expenses. 

After the fire department had been with- 
drawn he said there would be no one to 
look after the mains, if they were allowed 
to remain in service, and at any t{me an 
accident might seriously interfere with the 
local water supply. 

The matter was finally referred to the 
executive committee with instructions to 
report at the next meeting of the board. 


Extra Survey of Hidden Valves. 

Another pertinent matter which Judge 
Hillyer calied their attention to was the 
need of an extra survey of the hidden 
valves of the local water mains, He said 
that should the present map be destroyed 
the condition of the city would be most 
deplorable, for the reason that there would 
be no guide to these valves and that the 
only way to locate them would be to refer 
to some one who had been in the employ 
of the water department when the valves 
were criginally placed and that was too 
risky. 

He thought that at once steps should be 
taken to make a resurvey of these valves 
and a map be placed in the archives of the 
department for future reference. Blue 
prints should be made and all other nec- 
essary data should be collected and be pre- 
served for the future assistance of the wa- 
ter department should such emergencies as 
he had mentioned arise. 

Superintendent Woodward laid before the 
board the estimated expenses of the de- 
partment for the ensuing year. Among 
the items were $30,000 for salaries and 
wages; new extensions of pipe, $75,000; new 
main, $50,000. 

Judge Hillyer thought that the appropri- 


ation for salaries should not go over $26,000, 4 


but superintendent Woodward held to his 
recommendation and the matter was re- 
ferred to the finance committee of the 
board with instructions to make its report 
to the finance committee of the council. As 
to the increase in the amount Mr. Wood- 
ward says there is a large amount of labor 
to be paid for out the sum. 
Matter of a New Secretary. 

The last question to be taken up was the 
matter of the election of a new secretary to 
succeed Mr. Terry, who was elected at 
the last meeting cf the board, bit who 
declined to serve and sent in his resig- 
nation. 

Mr. Albert Howell said that he did not 
think any action should be taken in the 
matter until there was a full meeting of 
the board, and that as Mr, Winship was 
absent and would have no say in the 
election he did not think it would be just 
to that gentleman to take any action in 
the matter. As the board stood at the 
meeting, there were only eight members 
present and in case of a deadlock there 
would be no deciding vote and he did not 
want the members of the waiter board to 
be placed in the same predicament as had 
been the police board. He thought that 
in all fairness the selection of the secre- 
tary should be deferred until a meeting 
when a full representation of the board 
could be had, and upon a motion nade 
by him it was decided to take no action 
until the meeting to be held on the first 
Wednesday in March. 

Mr. Erwin opposed the motion of Mr. 
Howell on the grounds that if the selec- 
tion of a secretary was postponed until 
the date mentioned, there might not even 
then be a full representation of the board, 
and that he did not think it just to the 
@nany-~ candidates for the position, but the 
motion was carried and the candidates 
will have to wait until the meeting in 


March. 
Regarding a Salary Reduction. 

On account of the general understanding 
that a reduction in the salary of the 
secretary was to be made, Mr, Haas re- 
marked that he thought the time ripe for 
the discussion of the rate of compen- 
sation to be fixed. Judge Hillyer said that 
when Mr. Terry began in the service of 
the water department his was but 


a th and that during his 
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| at intervals until his salary had reached “ 


$1,800 per annum. 

Mr. Richards had started in as superin- 
tendent at a salary of $1,200 per annun?, 
and had risen until it had reached $2,400. 
Others, he thought, should be made to 
work their way up in a like manner, but 
this led to some discussion, in which every 
member of the board present had some- 
thing to say. 

Mr. Torbett thought that a laborer was 
worthy of his hire, no matter how long 
he had been in the employ of the de- 
partment,and that if a man were selected 
who could discharge the duties of his 
office as faithfully as his ‘predecessor he 
should be paid the same rate of compen- 
sation. . 

Mr. Haas said be did not think that any 
man in the employ of the city, as a 
clerk, was worth more than $1,800 a year, 
no matter what position he filled, and he 
thought that $1,200 per annum was enough 
for the position of secretary, and he forth- 
with made a motion to that effect. This 
led to som discussion between Mr. Haas 
and Mr. Torbett, who thought that $1,800 
was not too much for the place, and at 
that juncture rose to a point of order, 
saying thaf the salary of the secretiry gid 
been placed at the last meeting at $1,s00, 
and that no further steps could be taken 
without a reconsideration of the question, 
and Mr. Haas withdrew his motion. 

Judge Hillyer at a late hour last evening 
announced the members of the two com- 
mitiees, special and executive, which are 
as follows: Special committee, Messrs. 
Howell, Haas and iWnship; executive com- 
mittee, Messrs. Winship, Erwin and Cul- 
berson. 

The special committee will have charge 
of the revision of the present rules and the 
executive committee, which will be a stand- 
ing committee, will report on all matters 
that may from time to time during the 
ensuing year be referred to it for consider- 
ation.

PRINTERS MAY STRIKE. 


THE MATTER HAS NOT YET BEEN 
SETTLED BY THE UNION. 
There Was a Meeting at the Hall Last 
Night for the Purpose of Further 
Considering the Question. 


Atlanta Typographical Union No. 48 
was in session last night at its hall on 
Alabama street. The regular monthly 
meeting was held the night previous and 
considerable business was brought over 
to the meeting last night. 

It is evident that the union is endeavor- 
ing to settle the difference between Foote 
& Davies, growing out of the discharge of 
Harry Andrews several days ago over a 
contract sought to be made by Foote & 
Davies with their printers. The matter 
is considered a very serious one to the 
union here, and if some satisfactory set- 
tlement of it is not made, a strike will be 
the inevitable result. Vice President Fred- 
erick Perry, of the National Typographi- 
cal Union, of Nashville, came to Atlanta 
to consult with the local union in refer- 
ence to the questions at issue between the 
union and Foote & Davies. He left yes- 
terday on his return to Nashville. Just 
what he advised in the matter could not 
be ascertained. 

A committee composed of Messers. Skel- 
ton, Evans, Sutton and others, was ap- 
pointed at the regular meeting of the lo- 
cal union to confer with Foote & Davies 
and try to bring about an amicable settle- 
ment of the trouble, whereby Harry An- 
drews will be reinstated and the compul- 
sory contract waived. So far, this com- 
mittee has not secured a hearing from 
the other side. It is understood that an- 
other attempt will be made for a confer- 
ence today. 

*“‘There is nothing we care to give out,”’ 
said an officer of the union last night. ‘So 
far nothing of a sensational nature has 
developed in the matter; we are endeavor- 
ing to settle the matter in a just way to 
all parties concerned, and have gone about 
it with that purpose in view.” 

Another meeting will be held Friday to 
hear further from this committee on 
grievance.

Officials Are To Confer Here ‘oday in 
Regard To Erecting One. 


SITE IS READY AND WAITING 


President Hoffman and Vice President 
St. John Come Down—Speculation 
as to a Triple Alliance. 


President Hcffman and Vice President St. 
John, of the Seaboard, came, down yester- 
day from Portsmouth and will spend to- 
day and possibly tomorrow here. e 

This morning President J. W. Thomas, 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis, will arrive and will hold a confer- 
ence with Messrs. Hoffman and St. John. 
One of the matters.to come up is the erec- 
tion of the long delayed freight depot on 
the site purchased more han two years ago 
by the Seaboard. The site is along the 
Western and Atlantic tracks at the foot of 
Spring street. Just after the ground was 
acquired the Seaboard had everything 
cleared away and the lot was graded. Plans 
were drawn for the building, which was 
tb contain the general offices of the Sea- 
board and possibly some of those of the 
Western and Atlantic. But just then times 
grew hard and the Seaboard people decided 
not to put their money into the improve- 
ment until business should get better. 

The day is coming and it is not far dis- 
tant when the Nashville, Chatanooga and 
St. Louis will want a strong ally extend- 
ing to the Georgia coast and into Florida. 
Now it works harmoniously with the Cen- 
tral, but how long that will last rests with 
the Southern. The latter will eventually 
dominate the Central and is liable to shut 
the Western and Atlantic off at any time. 
As yet the Central has not been reorgan- 
ized by the purchasers and its manage- 
ment is only temporary in form. 

Major Thomas has a traffic alliance with 
the Seaboard to the north and works in a 
friendly way with the Georgia, but the 
time may come when the latter may be 
controlled by the Southern also. 

While Major Thomas is looking south- 
ward for an ally, a line down below is’ 
casting about in this direction for a friend 
reaching into the west. This line is the 
Plant system. President Plant has long 
had his eye on Atlanta. He really thought 
seriously of buying the Georgia Southern 
and Florida, but the Southern was afraid 
and slipped in and quietly secured control 
of the Georgia Southern by a very clever 
bit of financiering. After that, Mr. Plant 
considered the purchase of the Atlanta 
and Florida but he gave that up and the 
Southern picked it up for a song. 

The Southern was evidently afraid that 
Mr. Plant would break into Atlanta in 
some way, for it was said to have bezun 
negotiations for the Columbus Southern 
and the Georgia Midland and Gulf. Re- 
cently, however, the impression has got 
out that the Plant system beat out the 
Southern on this trade. As stated hereto- 
fore in The Constitution, there appears to 
be some deal on in regard to the Georga 
Midland and Gulf and, although the re- 
ceiver was authorized to issue certificates 
and build on to Atianta, the matter was 
suddenly dropped. | 

Now it is a matter of gossip among 
railroad men that the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis and the Plant system 
may form a strong alliance in the event 
the Plant lines can get into Atlanta, Nat- 
urally the Seaboard would figure to some 
extent in an alliance of this kind and it 
would be a triple alliance composed of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, the 
Plant system and the Seaboard. A combi- 
nation of this kind would be very strong 
and would make a formidable competitor 
for the Southern, which now has decidedly 
the best of the field between the Potomac 
and the Missrissipm. 

Messrs Hoffman and St. John were 
asked yesterday in regard to the report 
that the Seaboard and the Plant had 
formed a combination or were about to 
form one. A dreamy look came into their 
soulful eyes and the expression seemed to 
answer the question. 

They said that there was nothing which 
they could say on the question. Mr. Plant 
has been at Tampa for several days and 
the Seaboard officials came to Atlanta di- 
rect from Portsmouth, so there has evi- 
dently been no recent conference between 
the Seaboard and the Plant. There is no 
prospect of any early alliance between the 
lines because the Plant system cannot get 
into Atlanta for some time, even under 
the most favorable condiions, But that such 
a triple alliance will some day be formed 
is very plausible. 

The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
people believe that the Marietta and North 
Georgia was bought as a speculation by 
Newman Erb and others with the hope 
that they could make a quick turn on it 
to somebody at a profit. 

Homeseekers’ Excursions. 

The general passenger agents could not 
agree as to special rates for homeseekers 
excursions and referred the matter to 
Commisstoner Thomas. Yesterday he de- 
cided to name a fare rate, which is practi- 
cally one fare for the round trip, good on 
January 28th, February lith and March 
10th. 

In the meeting on Tuesday Mr. Atmore, 
of the Lousiville and Nashville, locked 
horns with the other lines on this business 
and the members spent nearly all the day 
on this matter, finally leaving it, as stated, 
to the, commissioner. 

Plant’s New Steamship. 

Mr. Plant’s new steamship will be 
launched at Newport News January 30th. 
This is a fine large ship, but what Mr. 
Plant intended to do with her has not been 
announced. He bas it a close secret and 
there ts an air of mystery about his pur- 
pose in building a vessel which costs $650,- 
000. Such a boat is not needed in the Tam- 
pa-Havana trade, where the Mascotte and 
the Olivette answer every demand. This new 
vessel has passenger accommodations for 
nearly 600 people on an ocean trip. Preési- 
dent Plant is evidently going to spring a 
surprise somewhere in the near future, and 
when it is considered that the new ship is 
to make twenty miles an hour, it is evi- 
dent that he will make lively compeition 
for somebody. The name will not be given 
out until the day of her launching.* Her 
draught is too deep for most of the south 
Atlantic ports. 

It is presumed that she will be run be- 
tween Boston and Halifax.

James A. Davis, formerly president of the 
Davis Water Wheel and Machinery Com- 
pany, of No. 2 South Broad street, was ar- 
rested in Athens yesterday morning on ad- 
vice from Chief Connolly. He is wanted in 
Atlanta by his bondsmen in an old case. 


Davis was arrested here some time ago | 


and secured his release on bond. Mr. L. C. 
Johnson and Mr. J. E. Maddox were the 
bondsmén and they caused the arrest of 
Davis. The latter broke faith with the 
signers and failed to appear in court at 
the proper time. 

The police and detectives have been look- 
ing for Davis some time. He evaded arrest 
until located in Athens by Detectives Loo- 
ney and Hewitt. Officer J. C. Carlisle left 
last night for Athens to bring Davis back 
and he anticipates no diffiguity in getting 
possession of the prisoner. 

One of Davis’s sons was arrested in Ma- 
con during the fall and brought back to At- 
lanta on a charge of cheating a Whitehall 
street clothing house. It seems that the 
Davis Water Wheel and Machinery Com- 
pany quit business several months ago.

Mr. Peeples said yesterday that in his 
answer he would fully explain why the 
printing was given to the Franklin Pub- 
lishing Company in preference to Mr. 
Byrd. 

“I intend in my answer to Mr. Byri’s 
petition,” said Mr. Peeples, “to answer 
everything contained in the petition. I 
was not compelled to advertise for bids for 
the printing at all. For the last two years 
it was not done, I advertised for bids this 
year because the Foote & Davies establish- 
ment wanted to make a bid on the print- 
ing. The three bids were Foote & Davies, 
$2,750; George W. Harrison $2,500, and C. 
P. Byrd $2,000. Though I[ was satisfied with 
the bond given by Mr. Byrd I was not sat- 
isfied that he had a well enough equipped 
house to do the work satisfactorily, while 
I knew that the Franklin house had been 
doing the work for many years gnd it had 
always been satisfactory. ay 

“Considering. these things and consider- 
ing that Mr. Harrison afterwards came 
down to the bid of Mr. Byrd, I think it was 
best that a well experienced house got the 
work. Mr. Harrison is doing the work at 
the same figure at which Mr. Byrd pro- 
posed to do it—$2 per volume or $2,000. I 
never once gave Mr. Byrd reason to think 
that he would get the contract, as he al- 
leges. I suppose he construed my words 
that way, however. As to Mr. Byrd pur- 
chasing an electrotyping foundry I under- 
stand that the foundry was purchased by 
the Heard Respess Company, in which Mr. 
Byrd has only an interest, I think. And 
you may notice how he words that part of 
the petition. The words “wt .sh€ “tect 
$3,300 to himself” were first written; but 
“to himself’ was stricken out and it 
read “at the cost of $3,800.” I don’t know 
whether Mr. Byrd bought this or not, but 
I am certain that I did not give him reas- 
on to buy it. ° 

“The Franklin Company has been doing 
the work for a long time, and I think 
have published nearly forty different vol- 
umes of the reports. I knew that they 
were experienced, having done the work 
for so long a time and I did not know 
that’ Mr." Byrd “had the capabilities of fur- 
nishing the reports satisfactorily. While 
he gave a satisfactory bond it would be 
little redress for the state to sue the bonds- 
men should tthe printing not be done sat- 
isfactorily.“ The state wants the printing 
done right and I thought it best that it 
would be done right, though I do not say 
that Mr. Byrd could not have done it. 
I did not know that he would have done 
it satisfactorily, though, and it was for 
this reason that I awarded the contract 
to Mr. George W. Harrison, of the Frank- 
lin Publishing Company. The law gives 
me power to award the tract to whom 
I want to without even asking for bids and 
the lowest bidder is not always the best 
workman, 

“Mr. Byrd makes a kind of charge that it 
was because I and Mr. Z. D. Harrison are 
law partners, and that the latter is a 
brother of Mr. George W. Harrison, to 
whom the contract was given. Mr. Har- 
rison always studiously avoided mentioning 
the matter to me and I shall answer all 
these allegations in my answer.”’ 

Mr. Peeples said that Mr. Z. D. Harrison 
had not a thing to do with awarding the 
contract, that it was the. business of the 
reporter and he alone. | 
Mr. Z. D. Harrison in talking of Mr. 
Byrd’s restraining petition said: 

“I have nothing whatever to do with 
awarding the contract and Mr. Byrd ought 
to know it. I think the suit of Mr. Byrd is 
a tempest in a teapot, that’s all there is 
about it. The reprter has the right to 
award the contract to whom he sees fit 
and the law does not require him to ad- 
vertise for bids.’’

Tampa Bay Hotel, Fi&, January 15.—(Sp-

AN INTERESTING LAWSUIT

Many of the 
lots were sold at big prices at auction and 
that portion of the city is growing so fast 
that in a few years the place will be worth 
several times its present value.

CARR'S CONDITION. 


The Condemned Murderer’s Actions in 
His Jail Cell. 


EATS ONLY WHEN LEFT ALONE 


Carr’s Peculiar Manner and Slovenle 
Disposition Has Caused Him To 
Become a Nuisance. 


Alex Carr’s fate as decided by the su- 
preme ccurt Monday is unknown to him. 
No one has ventured to tell the con- 
demned murderer that he is to hang unless 
the executive commutes his sentence, 

In fact, it seems that n@ person has con- 
versed with Carr in more than eleven 
months. The aged father of the murderer 
and his brother, John Carr, are not excep- 
tions to the statement. 

Carr is without doubt the most remarka- 
ble prisoner ever confined in the county 
jail in some respects. He is the wonder 
of the prison. Lying on his bunk 
his face towards the cold wall, he spends 
the entire time, day and night, except 
when eating his meals. No one ever gets 
a glimpse of his face and eyes and he 
never speaks to any one, 

Carr is confined in the cell next the en- 
trance door to the jail. He spends his time 
on his bunk without a murmur, despite the 
repeated efforts to get him to speak. When 
his meals are left in his cell he makes no 
motion until the visitor leaves. He then 
devours everything before him. His appe- 
tite is said to be good and his meals 
are of a wider variety than those for some 
of the prisoners. He is said to be voracious 
and wildlike in his manner of eating. 

Carr’s personal condition is very slovenly. 
He pays no attention to himself and the 
jailers find it difficult to keep his cell and 
person in even a decent manner. He 1s 
said to be in the most unclean cell in the 
prison,.although the jailers work harder 
to keep it clean than any other. Some of 
the inmates of the prison have likened 
Carr to a wild sort of being, saying that 
he does not appear to act like even an 
insane human. It is said that he only 
crawls out of his bunk when he thinks no 
one is about and then quickly devours his 
food, retiring again and almost covering 
his hcad with a blanket. 

When one enters Carr’s cell he takes no 
heed of the intrusion, but is always found 
in a position that his face cannot be seen. 
If he is moved from his bunk by force 
he invariably hangs his head to nis breast 
and stares downwards. The jailers con- 
sider him the mest objectionable prisoner 
in the instituticn, it is said, and they ap- 
pear to have reason for their dislike of the 
man. : 

Carr’s gray-headed and aged father, Mr. 
B. F. Carr, and his brother, John Carr, 
visited the cell yesterday to sce the con- 
demned man. They have been making two 
and three visits a week and yesterday was 
their regular day. The elder carried some 
food to his son and assisted in cleaning 
and straightening things in the cell. 

Until yesterday John Carr has always 
been admitted to the cell to see his brother, 
but since the handing ‘lown of the decision 
of the supreme court the jail officials de- 
cline to allow him to enter the cell. He 
remained in the jail office until his father 
came out. No restricticns will be placed 
on the visits of the father. 

The elder Carr was asked about Alex 
by a Constitution reporter just after he 
left the cell cf his son. He said that his 
son did not recognize him and had n35t 
spoken to him in over cleven months. He 
no longer makes anh effort to get Alex to 
talk, he says, knowing that it is useless. 

Mr. Carr stated that Alex acted in the 
Same manner in his presence as in his ab- 
sence, taking no notice of anything or 
anybody. In conversing about his son Mr. 
Carr spoke feelingly and stated with tears 
in his eyes that Alex had not been treated 
] He said that 
ne did not tell his son about the decision 
of the court and that no one else had. 

It is probable that Governor Atkinson wiil 
be asked to commute the sentence of Carr 
to life imprisonment. Ths father stated 
that he did not know what would be done 
yet, but that his attorneys would make 
another effort to save’ the life of their 
client. The matter will be decided soon as 
to what steps to take. Carr will be re- 
sentenced to hang by Judge Clark some 
time in the near future.
